The Laiirentlun University Senate voted fourteen to 
eleven to reject a motion aimed at tripling tuition 
foes for visa students entering graduate programmed 
coming January. Senate speaker, Gary Clark counted 
the votes for the motion twice as he had misled one 
yes vote first time around. But one more vote was 
not enough to carry the motion. ^^ x ^.^\

Students from the ISO's « ^ta^JS<?%A 
increases sat in silence throghout the meeting but 
intently listened to senate debate the Issue. The 
Sudbury Star bad reporter, Marcel Lcmlcux or .land 
to record the proceedings.

immediately alter the speaker brought up t he mo- 
tion, SGA president Richard Hoffman, asked that ISO 
president, Chris Studholmc be re ^ nll ^^^f 3 ■ 
to address the body. Chris had a prepared statement 
and read from It. The prepared address was a collec- 
tive effort of persons in the ISO's committee and was 
ratified by them only after long and arduous dis- 

C Chris stated the differential " . . will s* vo Ontario 
taxpayers less than one dollar . . only Alberta and ire- 
land have differential fees * ." He further pointed out 
that " . . international students spend $33,000." Each 
visa students must have $3,000 in hard cahs prior to 
entering the country. Since the policy would obviously 
deplete enrolment from that sector. He stated that 
from a purely economic point of view that international 
students were not a burden on the taxpayer or the eco- 
nomy. Chris also pointed out that such policy was a 
further incursion into University's economic afflars. 
The statement closed with a roauest for Senates sup- 
port and cooperation. 

The debate started immediately after the statement 
was read and a goodly portion of senate entered? into 

the fracas. 

President Monahan was well prepared to speak to the 
Issue and gave a comprehensive explanation of the 
economic Implications. University's are largely funded 
through the provincial governments Dalle Income Units 
(Bill's). Each students pound of flesh is worth a set 
amount In the* eyes of the government and it provides 
funding on that basis- not solely since there are other 



avenues of gold (i.e. graduate grants, research grants, 
government sponsored reports, etc.) But the PIU's arr 
the bread and butter. University's are free to set their 
own fees but the " . . government discounts PlU's by an 
amount that they think should t*> the fees, (Monahan)" 

P.oitlnning in January the government will reduce 
ftmdlng based on the 30G? t increase. Monahan said the 
all universities were "strenuously opposed to the deci- 
sion." lie slated that It was a retrogressive step . . 
not at all in sympathy." Hie rosull of the protestations 
of the universities "have had xoro effect" and Monahan 
stated that there was " Utile if any prospect of reversing 
the decision by the government/' Monahan also pres- 
ented a brief of the proposals undertaken by universities 
to modify the negative effect of the government decision. 
Firstly, he spoke of the representations to Increase fod- 
erllly sponsored students, especially CTDA grants. Pre- 
sently COM grants only affect 18% of students. So 
even If there were some modest relief coming from this 
source it wouidstili leave fl2% of the problem unsolved. 
To date the feds hvvenM made a move In this direction. 
Monahan also spoke of requests made to the provincial 
government to modify regulations on Prov, government 
assistance, I.e. make visa students eligible for gradu- 
ate fellowships. This would have two major flaws in 
that the policy as planned will eliminate a sizeable a- 
amount of undergrads from ever reaching Canada. Also 
only very gifted and bright students would be eligible. 
The third move to assist international students that 
Monahan mentioned was reoiiesting the federal and pro- 
vincial government to modify working regulations. In 
the presidents words "1 wouldn't hold my breath.," 
He had only one other assistance plea to recount to 
Senate. It was the possibility of Individual institu- 
tions reviewing their own scholarship and bursusary 
programs, I.e. they could possibly bo modified. When 
Monahan finished the speakers list began to fill. Sever- 
al senators entered their assessment and position, 
raise was expected to be a cut and drieddeclsion Iwt 
the delating showed that It would not be. At first the 
speaking was mostly questions about the people It 
would affect. It was pointed that students already reg- 
istered would bo allowed to finish their programs at 
the same cost as Canadians. It was also stated that o 
only four to six students would bo effected In January. 
Assuming the policy would in fact be practised it was 



estimated that twelve to eighteen students would be af- 
fected next September. The question "Can't the univ- 
ersity Ataorb that amount of mon <y?" J a was directed 
to Dr. Monalmn. Monahan stated It was "a value Judge- 
ment" and added tliat li was very important all utiiver- 
sisltes deal with it in the same way. Monahan repeat- 
edly referred to "our sister Institutions" but no hard 
reasoning for acting in unison was presented, (comfort 
in numbers?) Monahans second point of reply aas that 
the government would say that lliey (Laurentian?, our 
sister insitutlons?) are not as poor as they say they 
are. The worst that could happen would be a revision 
of the level of formula funding in a word counter-produ- 
ctive. 

Lloyd Wagner, senate member and political science 

professor, indicated that diverting funds from within 
the univorsity to indemational students would be un- 
fair to Canadian students* This was a chaUlogeto Dr. 
Monahans contention that diverting shholarships, and 
bursaries would be a platrablc solution. Economically 
the effect would be equally bod Wagner contended. He 
reasoned that this being the case then It was "better 
to stand up to the government and flatly rcftise to col- 
lect fees." 
Monahan could see from Iww the debate was going that 

there wass a good chance senate would refuse to pass 
the motion to collect differential tuiton , this January, 
from visa grad students. He stated that "on the narrow- 
est of technical grounds "the Board of Governors (EOG) 
was responsible for determining fees. Senate shortly vo- 
ted fourteen to eleven to refuse to collect the fees. The 
only strategy left to friends of the 300% increase would 
be the Board of Governors since they "on the narrowest 
of technical grounds" had the power to determine fees. 
In most cases the T?OG ratifies the considered decisions 
of Senate. Somonone said that "you've really done nothing 
here today, it's up to the Board to make the decision". 
The students heard the second part. It is likely thai ma? y 
of the observers who sat in silence will go to that next 
Board mooting. Board meotins, previously cloeed to the 
public, will be open to them If the motion on their next 
agenda to do so is passed.

While lie answered ipiestlons Free 
Chevron staffers in errnlttontly burst 
nut with shouts of "LiosI IJosI" ami 
calls for evidence. Federation execu- 
tive Doug Antoine !ef| the session after 
half and hoiirchargfnp.a "set-up", 
itoberts explained mat the paper was clo- 
sing because of a "widespread feeling 
that the paper was not serving the stu- 
dents*"

In a heated debare over strategy dele- 
gates urged the Free Chevron to back Its 
n on -negotiable demand for re-lnstatement 
of the paper as It was Sept. 24 with pro- 
posals for by-law and structual changes. 

Staffers responded that they would 
"fight to the end and we shouldn't kid 
ourselves with proposals." 
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The first issue, edited by federa- 
tion executive Doug Thomson featured 
a lengthy interview presenting Rolierls'I 
Viwws on the chevron closure as well 
as ample federation In for mat inn. 

Moth the federal ton and (he paper say 
the Issitf is for tho stwtrnts to deride.

Why should Laurent Jan University students md faculty 
oppose tlio 300% increase in tuition fees lor foreign .stu- 
dents.? 

President Vonahan arpues that (he Increased fee should 
be collated, because otherwise the university will lost 
money under the government's funding formula. But right 
and wrong can't tw measured by the. number of dollars fl- 
owing into the university coffers. 

Government Imdiiel-slastdng has already led to the eli- 
mination of faculty positions, overcrowced classes, high- 
er fees, less funding, poorer quality of education. It bad 
also led to widespread opposition, in the face of this op- 
position, the government is developing a new strategy. In- 
stead of raising alt student fees at once, they have picked 
one smalt group to victimize first. They have chosen the 
visa students, who are the most vulnerable, least able to 
fight back, and are generally from the Third World. This 
is a policy of racism. The Ontario Govern menl also knows 
that there is already a widespread attempt by governments 



and media to scapegoa* Immigrants (ospw tally tion-wttiw 
for economic problems in Canada. Proposing such a 
massive fee Increase for visa students Is a deliberate 
attempt to pit Canadian and J ml grant students against 
each other. Its effect will In? to Increase hostility against 
Immigrant students. This Is a policy of racism. 

Some have opposed the fee increase on the grounds that 
the amount the government will save is not very signifi- 
cant. This is n:-t the point. This could Just as easily be 
an arguemtn for a bigger increase, or an Increase that af- 
feefs even more students. We should not try to tell the 
Ontario government or (lie administration that they are 
making a mistake, that the fee increase is not In their 
Interest. They know tetter. This fee increase will Inev- 
itably pave Die way for future fee increases for all stu- 
dents and the next round of budget cutbacks. Prom the 
government's point of view it will lead to them saving mo- 
ney (at our expense) — and It is consistent with their 
plan to make the universities a preserve of the elite. 



Why then should be oppose the fee Increase? We tAmthi 
oppose it for the very reasons that the government is im- 
plementing it. Wo should oppose it because we refuse io 
accept the view of the University as an elite institution. 
We should ace it because a success Ail fight against fee 
increases and cuttttcks requires unity, not division. We 
should oppose it because it will increase racism, which is 
already goowlng dangerously in this country. 

Last Thursday, the Senate voted agilnst Increasing ttmi 
for visa students In Graduate School.

Parfolt broke hi** promise not to 
increase tuition fees in colleges and 
universities in 1976/77.

The 7,51)0 figure presum- 
ably appeared by adding to the 
known foreign stutleni figures foi 
those non-Canadians of unknown 
status (many could be landed im» 
migrants), and those students 
whose national origin was not re- 
ported . 

Parrott \ figures for graduate and 
community college students are 
similarly misleading. 

The above Hguiesare significant 
in light of another common mis- 
conception — thai Canadian stU- 
dents have to pay a fee different i;il 
if (hey go uhroml ami therefore 
foreign students shoi iM slop getting 
a "free ride" here. 

In the U.S. Canadians have to 
pay an "out of state" differential 
fee which varies fiom state hi slate. 
It should he noted (hat while the 
"out of slate" differential does 
mean (hat Canadians have to pay 
more — along with U.S. students 
from out of state — the fee differen- 
tial does not discriminate exclu- 
sivcly against foreign students, as it 
docs in Ontario.

WASHINGTON (ENS-CUP) -- 
A now study o! America's 148 
largest corporations indicates 
that many of them paid little or 
no US Income tax last year. 

The study complied by the house 
ways and means committee, found 
that 11 major corporations used a 
variety of loopholes to legally a- 
vold all income taxes last year. 

Among the 11 non-tax payers, 
for snstanco, were the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation and the Wostern 
Electric Company. Eethlehem St- 
eel showed a net profit last year of 
about $225 million; and Western E- 
lectric, a subsidiary of A.T. & T., 
escaped all u 

escaped all US income taxes ces- 
plte an astonishing $185 million 
profit in 1975. 

According to the study, A.T. & 
T. the most profitable corporation 
on earth last year, paid a tax rate 
of only 2.4 percent of its profits. 

Congressman Charles Vanlk 
said the study Indicated that the 
MB corporations paid twice as 
much in taxeb last year to foreign 
governments than was paid to the 
TJS government.
